“Then,” he 
went on, “I was Ignorant: and 
vague about apartheid. In 
January I wrote. to the Arch- 
bishop of Cape Town and he 
fully approved of my saying and 
doing all 1 could to encourage 
men, of this outlook, This I 
have now done.”

Yorkshire 
saying ‘‘where there's muck 
there's money”....dut if former 
ericketers wish to get their 
money out of the kind of mud 
slinging now in fashion then 
counties and countries. will 
have to take measures to 
protect their. interests. Yes.... 
even bind them by contract.” 

Whatever you may think chout 
post-career writing there is no 
doubt it is costing some former 
fevourltes many friends....and 
as a result it may, in the future, 
cost others a lot of money....
